B UT, by reaſon the Traders from the ſaid Places are forced to carry their Com- 
modities, ſome Twenty, ſome Thirty, and others Forty Miles, before they come to 
a Navigable River, which 1s extreamly Expenſive, and: attended with very great 
Damages to the Goods ſent down. This Trade is much hindred, and the High-ways 
mightily damaged, and the Country put to a great Expence to Repair the ſame, and 
notwithſtanding ſuch Repairs, yet the Ways are made altogecher impaſſable in Winter. 
time for ordinary Country Carts and Carriages, by reaſon of the great number of
